In the last four days, according to his 
boy friends, Tesar. had gambled away 
nearly $35. Most of this money was 
lost in a game which is said to run 
nightly on a vacant lot known as “the 
hill,” near Twelfth street and Shenan- 
doah avenue. 

Lost $30 in Three Days. 

At 3 a. m., Friday, young Tesar met 
his friend, Edward Tockstein of 1012 
Shenandoah avenue, with whom he had 
been playing pool earlier in the even- 
ing. He told Tockstein of his efforts 
to obtain money to buy a trousseau for 
his sweetheart, but refused to tell the 
He said that in gambling 
$5.85 Thursday night, $15 
Wednesday night and $10.80 Sunday 
night. 

The boy’s mother, Mrs. 
and his sister, Christina, say they did 
not know he had a sweetheart. They 
say they cannot understand where he 
got the money with which he gambled, 
as he had a spending allowance of less 
than $1 a week. 

Boys in the neighborhood say Tesar 
obtained money by holding out portions 
of amounts given to him by his mother 
to pay hjlls. The mother says that 
while she has not visited the merchants 
with whom she deals, she does not be- 
lieve the boy did this. 

Young Tesar worked as a painter for 
his brother, Charles. Friday he pre- 
pared to go to work. He ate breakfast 
with his mother and sister and three 
brothers and they remarked that he was 
unusually gay. He laughed and joked 
throughout the meal. 

After breakfast he asked his mother 
for a nickel with which to buy tobacco. 
She gave him a dime. He left the house, 
saying he would be back in a few min- 
utes. 

Bought Acid “For Family.” 

A few minutes later the boy entered 
L. E. Hoffman’s drug store at 1100 Lami 
street, handed Hoffman a bottle, and 
asked for 15 cents worth of carbolic 
acid. 

‘What do you 
Hoffman. 

“O, the family wants to use it,’’ re- 
plied the boy. 

‘‘Now, don’t drink this yourself,”’ said 
Hoffman, jokingly. 

“Not on your life,” replied the boy. 

Hoffman says the family often bought 
carbolic acid and therefore he did not 
hesitate to sell it to the boy. 

When the boy returned to the house 
he was whistling. He-went into the 
parlor. Five minutes later Joseph Ko- 
ranto, a cousin who was in an adjoin- 
ing room, heard groans. 

Koranto called the boy’s mother and 
sister. They found young Tesar un- 
conscious on a lounge in the parlor. The 
acid bottle lay near him on the floor.

Eight bells had just struck on the 
Isla de Luzon when landlubber clocks 
in the city were announcing the heur of 
4 a.m. Friday.

“I have to report, sir, that I think, 
sir, we have been boarded, sir,’’ he re- 
ported, after saluting and giving all the 
naval lodge signs. 

Long-Barreled Revolvers Taken,

from the gunroom, the skipper and the 
larboard watch (ahoy) ran on deck.

While Able Seaman Porter HMned ths 
prisoners up on deck and kept them 
covered with his navy revolver, Skipper 
Dietschweiler searched ths launch for 
pirates’ loot. 

He found a champagne glass, an oys- 
ter fork, an egg.cup and two one-pound 
shells—not egg shells, but highly ex- 
plosive missiles from the ship’s maga- 
zine. 7 

Next the skipper inspected the ship 
and found that a locker in the dining 
room had been forced open and that a 
champagne glass, an oyster fork and 
an egg cup were missing. 

Without further parley the skipper 
and the able seaman took the prisonsrs 
to the ship’s brig, sometimes called the 
booby-hatch, and locked them behind 
barred doors. 

Able Seaman Porter went ashore in 
the ship’s cutter and telephoned to po- 
lice headquarters, Skipper Gillaspy piped 
all hands on deck and Able Patrolmen 
Haines, Lambert and Voyce went to the 
foot of Market, street in the Captain’s 
gig, known to landlubbers ag the patrol 
wagon.

James Campbell Hopes for Mill 
Tax and Franchise Exten- 


sion Settlement. 

James Campbell, president of the 
North American Co., frankly admitted 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday that 
extensive improvements are necessary 
on the lines of the United Railways 
Co., and that numerous extensions of 
the system within the next few years 
are imperative. The North American 
controls the street railway corporation 
through ownership of more than two- 
thirds of its common stock. 

“The North American Co.,”"" said 
Campbell, “is the operating corporation. 
Ii doesn’t own a share of the preferred 
stock or any of the bonds of the United 
Railways Co. Its sole hope is to re- 
habilitate the St. Louis lines so that 
eventually they may be put on a sound 
physical and financial basis. 

“At present and for about two years 
back the preferred stockholders have 
been without dividends. There is no 
prospect that payments can be resumed 
until the company has settled the mill 
tax litigation and the contention re- 
garding the extension of its franchises. 

Mill Tax Decision in Three Years. 

“The mill tax controversy has reached 
the Supreme Court and I am informed 
by the lawyers that no decision can be 
expected within three years. It will be 
recalled that efforts on the part of the 
United Railways and members of the 
Municipal Assembly were made last 
spring, whereby we hoped to compro- 
mise the claims of the city against the 
United Railways Co. The negotiations 
fell through. 

“If the mill tax proposition could be 
settled amicably to the interests of the 
city and the company, everybody, I 
think, will agree that would be the right 
thing to do. 

“The United Railways system cannot 
be refinanced until the extensions of 
the franchises, now in dispute, are as- 
sured. We realize that improvements 
and extensions of various character are 
necessary, but we have not the funds 
to make them. It has been the policy 
of President McCulloch to build up the 
lines as promptly as our resources would 
permit and I think he has done very 
wel). Certainly the company has tried 
its best to give the public the best 
service. 

‘‘We are willing that the public inter- 
est shall be safeguarded in every way 
if its present franchises are renewed. 
This is a matter, however, for careful 
legislative action. The United Railways

~ROUGH GANGS ORGANIZED 





Brought Back, Man Admits Car- 
rying Pistol, Said It Was on 
Superior’s Orders. 





Fred Willetts, a shoe worker, charged 
with carrying a concealed weapon, who 
jumped his bond last July, was brought 
back from Minturn, Colo., Thursday 
night by Detective Wetzel. In a story 
told at headquarters he declared Friday 
that he came here with others to get a 
job as strike breakers for the Hamilton- 
Brown Shoe Co. He said the strike. 
breakers baited the strikers into eut- 
breaks and then beat them. 

Willets says he was employed in Lynn, 
Mass., by @ man who advertised in a 
Boston newspaper for strike-breakers. 
He was to be paid $21 a week as assist- 
ant foreman, and soon be advanced to 
foreman,. he understood. On his arrival 
he went to the American Gentleman 
Factory, and was given a time card, 
which was punched every day, but he 
was #iven no work to do, he said. 

The first day he was there, he says, 
@ superintendent, sized him up, com- 
mented approvingly on his prowess, and 
told him there was a gang of union men 
down in the street who were lool ing for 
trouble. He was told to go on down, 
he says, and see if the union men want- 
ec. to mix things. If he got into trouble 
lic says he was told, the company would 
stand behind him. 

Looked for Trouble, 

All that he did the succeeding days, he 
says, was to loo. for trouble. One day 
a foreman told him, he says, that ‘John 
the Pole’’ was down at the Sunlight fac- 
tory, and they were going to “turn the 
wharfrats on him,’ and Willets was told 


tc go down there. John the Pole, he ex- 
plains, was a union man who had re- 
mained at work to act as a spy. The 
foreman had discovered this and had dis- 
eharged him. 

When Willets reached the Sunlight 
factory, John the Pole had gone. Wil- 
lets recognized a man named Mosey, 
who had worked in the East, and Wil- 
jets told the officials Mosey was a union 
man. Mosey came to the door presently 
and was intt by young Alanson Brown, 
Paul Hogan, superintendent of the Sun- 
light factory, and three others. Mbsey 
was knocked down, Willets says, and 
badly beaten. Brown was arrested and 
taken to the Soulard Street Station, but 
was discharged the next day by Judge 
Kimmel) in the Clark Avenue Court. 


The fo an, according to Willets, no- 
‘ticed that fi 


fogan had a gang of strike- 
breakers organized and when he re- 
turned to the American Gentleman fac- 
tory he organized such a gang and sent 
the membérs out in taxis to bait the 
union men. ‘ 

- *Challenges Refused. 

One time, Willets says, strikebreakers 
in three taxis paraded up and down past 
the shoe workers’ hall at Olive and 
Twenty-seventh streets, trying to get 
the union men to take up their implied 
challenge, but they did not come out. 

A saloon-at Twenty-first and Locust 
streets catered to the union men. Wil- 
lets went to a superintendent about it 
and offered, if he was given a gang of 
men, to go down there and wreck the 
Place. . The superintendent told him, he 
BAYS, to take aS many men as he want- 
ed and go as far as he liked. 

He took nine men and went to the 
saloon, but the men got-‘“‘cold feet,’' he 
Bays, and nothing was done. He Car- 
ried a black jack at that time. After- 
ward he was arrested at Jefferson av- 
enue and Locust street and the black 
jack was found on him. His bond for 
$1500 was signed by Chauncey Ladd, 
treasurer of the Hamilton-Brown Co, 

Willets said he will plead guilty, but 
will tell the Judge that he was carrying 
the weapon at the instigation of his 
that 
they would stand behind him if he got 
into trouble. ‘I want the satisfaction,” 
he says, “‘of telling how I became a 
thug.”’ 

The superintendent and foreman 
named by Willets in his story, when in- 
formed by the Post-Dispatch what Wil- 
jets had said, declined to make a state- 
ment.

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RULE BILLS ADD 
TO MAYOR'S POWER 


Under Them He Is to Name Po. 
lice, Excise and Election 
Commissioners. 





Home rule bills giving the Mayor the 
power of appointing and renmioving Ex- 
cise, Police and Election Commissioners 
of St. Louis, and taking these depart- 
ments absolutely out of the hands of the 
Governor of the State, have been pre- 
pared by former Assistant City Coun- 
selor Charles W. Bates, and are undér 
consideration by the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Business Men’s League. It 
is expected that the bills will be ap- 
proved by the League, after which they 
will be submitted for approval to other 
business organizations. 


Provisions of Bills, 
The general outlines of the measures, 


made public for the first time Friday, 
provide: 

FIRST: For the appointment of a 
Police Commissioner by the Mayor to 
serve during the Mayor's term, at a sal- 
ary of $10,000 a year. 

The commissioner takes the place of 
the present board of five police com- 
missioners and is empowered with ab- 
solute jurisdiction over the police de- 
partment under the proposed law. 

At present the Governor appoints the 
police commissioners of St. Louis. Un- 
der the Bates bill the police commis- 
sioner so appointed can be removed by 
the Mayor at his pleasure, and ig sub- 
ject to removal by the council for cause 
or by the courts as provided by law. 
It is provided further that the com- 
missioner shall deposit a bond of $20,000 
for the faithful performance of the 
duties of his office. 

Second: The appointment by the 
Mayor of two election commissioners 
to replace the present board of four 
commissioners. One of the commis- 
Stoners shall act as president of the 
board and the other as secretary. 

One. of the commissioners it is pro- 
vided shall be a member of the leadiny 
political party opposed to that to which 
the Mayor belongs, thus insuring a bi- 
partisan election board. This rule ap- 
plies in the appointment of successor? 
to fill vacancies as well for new terms 
and in no event, the bill specifies, shail 
both commissioners belong to, or be af- 
filiated with the same political party. 
The commissioners are required to d-- 
vote their whole time to their official 
duties. The compensation of each com- 
missioner is fixed at $5000 a year. 


$5000 for Excise Chief. 

THIRD, the Mayor is authorized to 
appoint an Excise Commissioner at a 
salary of $5000 a year. As in the case 
of the police and excise commissioners 
this office is to serve during the May- 
r’s term of office. 

The proposed home-rule laws require 
that the police, excise and election com- 
missioners shall have been residents of 
3t. Louis for at least two years pre- 
ceding their appointments. The duties, 
nowers and responsibilities of the va- 
ious Officials are essentially the same 
is those set forth in the laws now gov- 
srning those offices. The new measures 
can be made effective, it is stated, as 
amendments to the present State laws 
zoverning the police, election commis- 
jioners and excise departments.

SEDALIA, Mo., Sept. %#.—The Mis- 
souril State Federation of Labor, at its 
annual convention held here, went on 
record, through a resolution adopted, de- 
manding that steps be taken to enforce 
the provisions of convict labor law. The 
Federationists contend that an evasion 
o | Of provisions of law has been attempted 


Adit oral e and. ask that the incoming legislative 
Sn committee provide funds to enforce the 
measure. 

Indorsement of a law to provide bath 
houses at all coal, lead and zinc mines 
was given. 

A motion that cities of the State have 
the right to adopt any kind of a gov- 
ernment they desire with the initiative, 
referendum and recall, was adopted. 

A resolution was indorsed to have a 
law passed to protect workmen who may 
become members of organized labor. 
The vete of the convention was tn favor 
of municipal ownership of all public 
utilities. 

The convention adopted a resolution 
asking for a law to require that all 
wages be paid in money and not by 
check. An eight-hour law for all public 
utility employes was indorsed, and a law 
© regulate the hours on all state and 
municipal work was recommended. A 
minimum wage scale also was indorsed. |. 

It was urged that a law be enacted to 
prohibit the ‘‘spy system.” A _ resolu- 
tion was adopted in favor of having 
school books printed by the State and 
paid for out of the school fund. 

The single tax measure to be voted on 
at the coming election was indorsed 
through strong resolutions. Resolutiens 
were adopted favoring woman sufferage, 
and an old age pension law. The nine- 
hour law regulating the working hours 
for women was discused aT length, and 
additional legislation was declared nec- 
essary to extend the law so as to cover 
all classes of woman labor except do- 
mestics.

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MINERS IN UTAH 
NCEP PLEDGE AND 
DESERT TRENCHES 


Shots Are Exchanged, However, 
in Spite of Governor’s Plea 
for Peaceful Methods. 





BINGHAM. Utah, Sept. 20.—Sixty-two 
hundred men now comprise the army of 
mine workers made idle by the strike in 
the mines here Wednesday morning, and 
present indications are that this number 
will be greatly increased, unless .a settle- 
ment of difficulties; which now seems 
remote, is brought about within the next 
few days. Forty-five hundred of the 
idle men are strikers. The remaining 
1700 were forced to quit when the con- 
centrating mills at Garfield closed for 
lack of ore. 

The men who were (fortified in 
trenches overlooking the mines, have re- 
mained true to their promise to Gov. 
Spry to give up the stronghold, but have 
not relaxed their vigilance on the mines. 
Pickets patroled the roads leading to 
the mines, and early today several shots 
were exchanged with Deputy Sheriffs 
who attempted to cross the highways 
leading into the hills. Many of the 
miners and mechanics who in most part 
opposed the strike have left the camp, 
and are taking no part in the disturb- 
ances. 

D. C. Jackling, general manager of the 
Utah Copper Co., is expected in Bing- 
ham, but no conferences have been ar- 
ranged between him and the miners. 

Some of the men said today they had 
advices from Salt Lake that L. G. Skli- 
ris, an employment agent, had been en- 
gaged by the Utah Copper Co. to for- 
ward strike-breakers.. The report was 
the more irritating as Skliris has been 
made one of the issues of the strike by 
men who assert he dictates the employ- 
ment of his countrymen by the mining 
companies, levies a toll on their wages, 
and procures the discharge of those who 
do not deal with him. 

Gov. Spry has been told by many of 
the strikers that they would be willing 
to waive the wage demand if Skliris 
was removed from camp. The alleged 
influence of the labor agent is denied 
by Assistant Manager Gemmell of the 
Utah Copper Co. 

When Gov. Spry arrived here yester- 
day the men came out of their trenches 
to hear his address, and listened intent- 
ly when he urged that they employ only 
peaceful methods in the effort to. win 
their strike, and obtained a promise 
from some of their leaders that they 
would not return to their fortifications.

NOWATA, Ok., Sept. 20.—The jury in 
the murder chase against C. L. Harkins 
reported at 5 p. m. yesterday for the 
fourth time that it could not agree and 
that it still stood 8 to 4 for acquittal. 
The jury was discharged and Judge 
Brown today admitted Harkins to bail, 
as the Oklahoma law provides that bail 
shall be granted in cases where a ma- 
jority of the jury favors acquittal. 

Harkins, 50 years old, was charged 
with the murder of Elsie Adams, his 
15-year-old sweetheart, and Arvie and 
Sophronia Hurst, with whom Miss 
Adams lived.

WHAT IS THE LIMIT? 

‘Details are lacking in the report,” is a sig- 
nificant remark in a story published by the 
Globe-Democrat, recounting alleged Washington 
gossip concerning William F. McCombs, chair- 
man of the Democratic National Committee. The 
lack of decency in the story also should have 
been noted. 

The report insinuates that the illness of Mr. 
McCombs is feigned and that the cause of his 
retirement from the committee chairmanship 
was some 
graft in New York which made it necessary to 
thrust him into the background. Incidentally dark 
intimations are thrown out touching the sources of 
funds for the Wilson campaign, the inference 
being that they must have come from police 
graft and gambiing rake-offs. 

It was hardly necessary for Treasurer Rolla 
Wells, who knows Mr. McCombs’ condition and 
the sources of the Wilson fund, to brand the 
story as false. It branded itself by utter lack 
of “details” and of facts. 

But one wonders what is the limit of partisan 
misrepresentation by a party organ which pub- 
lishes slanderous gossip about a sick man for 
political effect.

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VILLAGE LIFE. 

Rapid transit is a desideratum, of course, but 
the ruthless trolley must not be permitted to 
sweep all of the picturesqueness and charm from 
the streets.

WHAT HOME RULE MEANS. | 

The plan under consideration by the Business 
Men’s League to obtain home rule for St. Louis 
has the merit of simplicity. It does not propose 
an elaborate scheme of legislation, but outlines 
amendments to the present laws. 

The vital point in the amendments is the shift- 
ing of the power to appoint Excise, Elections and 
Police Commissioners from the Governor to the 
Mayor. Provision is suggested for an Excise Com- 
missioner, one Police Commissioner instead of 
four, and a bi-partisan Election Board of two 
members. 

The power of peremptory removal by the Mayor 
is supplemented by the power of removal for 
cause to be vested in the Council, and the power 
of removal as provided in law by the courts. 

The Post-Dispatch has inclined to the opinion 
that as the police are used to enforce all laws 
under the authority of the State, the power of re- 
moving a Police Commissioner who proves derelict 
or incompetent may properly be vested in the 
Governor. But St. Louis as a chartered city, en- 
dowed with the power of self-government, should 
have real home rule, not the shadow of it, as pro- 
vided by the present system with regard to police, 
excise and elections. The people demand it, and 
are at least entitled to a fair trial. 

The increase in the powers and responsibilities 
of the Mayor with regard to the enforcement of 
laws and regulations relating to the police, sa- 
loons and elections should awaken St. Louisans 
to the importance of electing men of the highest 
standard of character and capacity to that office. 
With increasing scope of self-government comes 
increasing responsibilities for good government. 
The people of St. Louis under the plan suggested, 
will be wholly responsible for the kind of govern- 
ment St. Louis will have, and for the moral and 
civic conditions existing under it. 

The only justifiable purpose of complete home 
rule is to assure better government, better moral 
and social conditions, better opportunity to 
realize popular aspirations and to work out the 
best possible destiny for the community. 

The platform of all the parties pledge the full- 
est measure of self-government to St. Louis. But 
to attain this goal it is necessary that the city 
enjoy freedom under the laws to adopt regu- 
lations in accord with the needs and will of the 
people. It would be a mockery of self-govern- 
ment to have the form of it to be exercised under 
laws which impose restrictions not in harmony 
with the needs of metropolitan life, the require- 
ments of public order and morality, and the pre- 
vailing opinion of citizens. 
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If any effort was made by either the State or 
City Democratic Committees to assure a full regis- 
tration no one has discovered it. Planning was 
as conspicuously absent in registration as in the 
reception to Vice-Presidential Candidate Marshall, 
who received himself. Apparently the local Dem- 
ocratic campaign is going on faith. 
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THE BOSTON TEAM’S HANDIOAP. 

Mr. Taft is going to root for the Boston team in 
the world’s championship series. 

Mr. Taft is not a good rooter. He is a sincere 
partisan and is sometimes an earnest advocate, 
but there is no case on record where his side has 
won against opposition. 

We have only to recall the fate of his pet arbi- 
tration and reciprocity measures, for which he 
rooted with might and main, and we have only 
to compare his recommendations to Congress with 
the Congressional Record, to feel very dubious 
about the Boston team’s chances. 

If Mr. Taft really wants Boston to win he had 
better root against it as hard as he can. 

Restoration of the prosperity prevailing before 
the Roosevelt panic of 1907-8 has been s:iow. There 
are'some who assert that the Colonel’s election is 
necessary to recovery from conditions he himself 
caused. 
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THE AGE QUESTION. 

It has been discovered that many citizens do 

not register because they dislike to give their 
ages. Commissioner Kortjohn ascribes this aver- 
sion to recording ages to a fear their insurance 
may be invalidatéd. This may account for some 
refusals, Doubtless vanity is the cause of some 
refusals. Yet another reason is the modern dis- 
advantage of age in finding business employment. 
If a considerable number of men prefer to lose 
their voting privilege rather than disclose their 
ages, what will happen when women are given the 
suffrage? 
But whatever the reason, why discourage vot- 
ing by asking an unnecessary question on a point 
wherein so many persons are sensitive. The age 
for voting is fixed by law. It is necessary only to 
have the applicant for registration swear that he 
is of legal age. Many persons do not know pre- 
cisely how old they are, and to require a state- 
ment under oath as to their exact age embar- 
rasses them. Why go beyond the requirement of 
the law? 
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Now that the city actually owns the free bridge it 
ought to make some use of it. Why not use it 
as a place of detention and isolation for Frank 
Gerhart? 
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ALARMING NEW YORE CONDITIONS 
Always a pivotal State in national struggles, 
New York has never presented a situation more 
alarming to the Democrats of the rest of the 
country than that of this year.

LACKS TIMBER Ot 
REAL CHAMPIONS 


Featherweight Titleholder Fails 
Against a Second 
Rater. 








By ROBERT EDGREN 


A Special Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—Johnny Kil- 
bane upset all dope last night in his 
fight with Eddie O’Keefe. For a long 
time the fellows who follow boxing here 
in New York have been chiding Kilbane 
for not showing the stuff that a cham- 
pion should be made of. It has been 
generally suspected that Johnny liked 
to ease through his engagements and get 
the money without working too hard 


for it. 
But now it is apparent that we have 


been doing poor Kilbane an injustice. | 


He hasn’t been “easing through” his 
bouts at all. He has been doing his 
best. 

That he did his best last night was 
evident to all. Poor Johnny Kilbane. 
His best is all too inadequate for a cham- 
pion. Compared to the best, of even 
the worst, that such champions as 
Dixon, McGovern, Erne, Lavigne or At- 
tell could deliver, it was a sad affair. 

Kilbane, for all his lithe body and 
swift movements, his confident smile, 
boxed like an amateur. He could do 
nothing with O’Keefe, who is far from 
being a champion. 

In fact, Bob Fitzsimmons, who sat 
with me at the ringside, was of the 
opinion, after the tenth round, that 
O’Keefe was the winner. I would hard- 
ly go so far as to say that, since 
O’Keefe, while he had the best of it in 
both defense and landing punches, did 
altogether too much hoiding all through 


the 10 rounds. 
Kilbane Too Cautious. - 


Kilbane was extremely cautious. He has 
a great objection of being hit. Not that I 
admire the type of boxer who holds his jaw 
out for the other man’s punches and then 
tries to slam something back, but there Is 
such a thing as carrying caution to an ex- 
treme. Kilbane did just that. He was al- 
ways feinting and feinting, even after he 
saw in the first round that O’Keefe respond- 
ed to the feints no more than would a wood- 
en Indian. There was no drawing O'Keefe 
out—no making him lead when Kilbane want- 
ed him to lead. O’Keefe led when he wanted 
to lead. and that was always when Kilbane 
wasn’t looking for it. He outguessed Kil- 
bane. and after a few rounds, instead of 
being flustered by having a champion in 
front of him, often had the champion both- 
ered and puzzled and uncertain what to do 
next, bobbing here and there with the mean- 
ingless movements of an amateur. 


There were flashes—a few seconds at a 
time—when Johnny rushed and drove in 
straight rights effectively. Yet even this 
didn’t gain him any great advantage, in spite 
of his hard hitting, for O’Keefe shook off 
the punches, and leaning over, retaliated 
with solid right hooks and uppercuts that 
sunk into Kilbane’s body. 


Champion Eager to End It. 

Kilbane started the tgnth round as if he 
intended to 40 10 rounds of fighting in the 
last three minutes. He was wildly anxious 
to eccomplish something. He pummeled 
O'Kesfe back against the ropes and, pinning 
him there. searched for a clean opening 
through which to drive a blow. O'Keefe 
doubled up, covered his face with his crossed 
arms and, peering out through the small 
space between, grinned at Kilbane’s exasper- 
ated efforts.

Wheat was firm Friday, on low tem- 
peratures in Canada, manipulation by 
the bull crowd in Chicago, a report that 
Bulgaria had prohibited the export ot 
wheat, oats and other feed products un- 
ti: Nov. 14, and in sympathy with @ 
strong market in corn. 

The coarse grain was bullishly influ- 
enced by low temperatures over the 
corn belt, and indications for frost. A 
report of the Atchison Railroad, plac- 
ing the crop in Kansas at 185,000,000 bu, 
or 20,000,000 bu under the recent Gov- 
ern report, and lower estimates on the 
total yield by so-called experts helped 
the buying. Oats were steady to high- 
er, along with the other grains. 

The Liverpool wheat market opened 
quiet but steady, with prices %d lower. 
There was some support on the strong 
closing in Buenos Ayres yesterday, and 
the opening strength in Paris, with 
steadier cargo offers. These, however, 
were offset by the continued favorable 
weather in the United Kingdom, lower 
English country markets and larger na- 
tive offers of improved quality. Worlds 
shipments are expected to equal those 
of last week and Manitoba offers are 
larger and cheaper, with favorable crop 
developments both in the United States 
and Canada. 

Liverpool corn opened unchanged to 
1d higher, and later advanced ‘4d to 
%d, with September leading. There was 
an improved spot demand, and shorts 
covered on the scarcity of tenders. Ar- 
gentine shipments are lighter, and Dan- 
ubian offers are 3c to 6c higher. 

Liverpool wheat futures closed un- 
changed; corn, unchanged to %d_ up. 
Paris wheat, 1c to 8%c up—latter on Sep- 
tember; flour, 2c to 2%c up. Antwerp 
wheat, %c lower. Berlin, %c up, and 
Budapest, %c up. 

Argentine wheat shipments for the 
week totaled 1,120,000 bu, against .1,176,- 
000 bu last week and 568,000 bu last year. 
Corn, 5,227,000 bu, against 6,231,000 bu 
last week and none last year. 

Australian wheat shipments for the 
week were 200,000 bu, against 668,000 bu 
last week and 830,000 bu last year. July 
1 to. date, 36,944,000 bu, against 51,386,000 
bu last year. 

Minneapolis wheat cars totaled 557, 
against 430 last week and 575 last year. 
Duluth had 859. last week 494, last year 
91. Winnipeg 99, last week 52, last year 
356. Minneapolis wheat stocks increased 
700,000 bu for the week. 

Broomhall estimated the world’s wheat 
shipments for the week, exclusive of 
North America, at 70,400,000 bu. 
week’s total shipments were 14,576,000 bu. 
He reported the weather in Australla | 
favorable and the crop promised about 
the same as last year. 

Bartlett Frazier's Chicago wire to 
their local representative, A. C. Petri, 
said: ‘“‘The weather forecast and the 
map give strong indications of severe 
frost, and even freezing weather over 
part of the corn belt tonight, and is the 
first really unqualified frost prediction 
that has been made. It looks very much 
as if it might materialize, and if it does 
there is a large percentage of the corn 
acreage in Iowa, Nebraska and Minne- 
sOta that is late enough to be seriously 
hurt. With present cold, wet weather 
experience it looks as if a large amount 
of soft corn is certain this year.”’
